CORPORATIONS AND TRUSTS. 


Corporations were an invention of 


the Greeks. Plato, the Athenian phil- 
osopher, received from the people of 
Athens a grant of certain privileges 
and rights in the nature of a franchise 
for his school taught at that plfice. 
Oar half civilized ancestors had very 
little use for corporate powers, and it 
was not'ill civilization and commerce 
had taken organized form that corpor- 
ations came into general nse. 
The 


large business interests of the last 
h.ilf of the present century have been 
tne cause of the development of cor- 
porate business action upon an en- 
lurged scale. These business interests 
have also furnished the means to un- 
fold the convenience 
of corporate 


authority in controlling and directing 
business enterprise. The safety to in- 
vestment 
of money, the protection 


given to property, the celerity with 
which large money ;ind general prop- 
erty investments are disposed of under 
corporate combination auc? diiection 
•lave largely commended a corporate 
management to those who seek oppor- 
tunity to invest capit&l, acd to those 
engagedm general business, or com- 
mercial pursuits. A corporate form 
for the control and direction of busi- 
ness enterprise is one of the most in- 
nocent and pure methods that could 
be devised for the protection of prop- 
erty. The experhnce of the business 
world, in tha ab^c-ncf) of 
a Letter 


system, has caused the adoption for 
"eneral business purposes of the cor- 
porate system of 
combination 
for 


undertakings requiring large capltaliz 
ation. Tne purity and safety of tbe 
corporation commends it to uprigLt 
business people as a proper nieans to 
arrive at a legitimate end whish is a 
fair return for an investment made, 
when conducted upon upright prin- 
ciples. 
But 
when 
otherwise cou 


ducted, a coiporation may be made 
one of the most gigantic means of op- 
pression the world has known. Cor- 
porate power in the control and under 
the direction of designing and dishon- 
o>t men may be made a lash to sconrge 
the back of eaoh toiler within the 
dominion of its power to oppress 
Whole communities may be and are 
oppressed through tbe exercise of cor 
porite authority and power. Common' 
uicnwealtbs are made to feel the iror 
heel that treads ttie prostrate forms o 
a powerless people enslaved. Nations 
feel, and will in a tenfold manner in 
the future feel the giant step of cor 
porate power, unless those who are yu 
fr^e take warning and act for thei 
own protection ancl the protection o 
others who have ceased to be free be 
cause they are undei1 corporate control 


Lirgecombinations of capital shouk 


be encouraged when used ia u legiti 
mate way and for legitimate purposes 
but when used to control commerce 
and individual trude, capital combina- 
tion becomes criminal. Large capitaliza- 
tion when used for any improper pur- 
pose becomes criminal because the 
interests of individual?, communities 
und commonwealths are injured by 
the improper use of combined capital. 
The ability to accomplish in the in- 
dividual is ia the exercise of individ- 
ual liberty. Deprive tbe citizen of 
his individuality and his usefulluesa 
is destroyed. The ability of the indi- 
vidual in trade, commerce, or in busi- 
ness in its various departments is in 
bis individuality, in his personal en- 
terprise.

The 
man who uses his money against the 
State is more to be feared than the 
man in arms. Force will meet izvce, 
but the insidious attack of a trust 
upon the industries of the country 
and commerce of the people is an at- 
tack under the color of law and right, 
while it takes the life from the arteries 
of industry, and closes the doors of the 
individual merchant and 
mechanic. 


The man who invests his capital in a 
trust is no better, and his capital 
should have no more protection than 
the man and his property who ia guilty 
of treason against the State, because 
the one in morals ia as guilty aa the 
other and should be made ao in law.

In this are fitted as many 
taminae belonging to the coffin bone, 
while both sets ate elastic and adherent. 
The edge of a quire of paper, inserted 
leaf by leaf into another, will convey a 
sufficient idea of the arrangement. 
Thus the weight of the animal is sup- 
ported by as many elastic springs as 
there are laminte in all the feet, 
amounting to about 4,000, distributed

Speckled Beauties. 


An angler writes from this city 


the Examiner as follows: 


Professional fishermen at the smell- 


ing works dam, east of the town, are 
daily violating the fish laws by catch- 
ing trout with what is culled u "chain 
gang;" but as there doeo not uppear to 
be an officer in Reno who will take tbe 
least notice of u transgression of the 
fish law, the fishermen laugh when told 
they are doing wrong. I understand 
that the office of Fish Commissioner 
for Nevada has been abolished. This is 
truly the wild aud woolly end of crea 
tion. 


The term "chain gang," as applied to 


fishing, means a number of large hooks 
tied to a strong line with a weight on 
the end. This is cast into the river 
under the dams, where large numbers 
of big fish congregate, unable to get 
over the obstruction. When the line 
is drnwn in the poachers are rewarded 
with catcher of anywhere from one to 
twelve large trout, which are ubipped 
to Sacramento and the local markets 
To the credit of the California Com 
missioners be it said, that a stric 
watch is kept npon the market fisher 
men who attempt unlawful means o 
trout capture on this side of the divid 
ing line. The Truckee river woul 
have been thoroughly stocked with 
many varieties of trout long sinne, if 
the authori'ies of Nevada had only 
shown some inclination tn stop the 
slaughter of trout which is of diily 
occurrence.
